Fair Grounds Track Heavy and 
Difficult to Traverse. 

My Reverie Again Races to Her 
Tme Form and Takes the Fea- 
ture Race with Great Ease. 



NEW ORT.EANS, I.a., January 3. — Racing 
today at the Fair Grounds brought about 
many close and stubbornly fought finishes 
despite the difficult going. It was the most 
interesting day’s sport so far here and was 
witnessed by a fairly large assemblage. A 
tinge of winter was in the air and kept many 
of the spectators circulating around the 
grounds. 

There was a falling off of layers in the 
betting pavilion during the afternoon, only 
fifty plying their vocation. 

Because of the heavy going scratches in 
the different races, except the opening race, 
which was for two-year-olds and the first of 
its kind here this year, were numerous, light 
fields contesting as a result. 

Hiding skill played a prominent part in 
the result of some of the dashes. It was 
I.ykc’s superb horsemanship and finishing 
ability that gained for E. H. Bradley the 
honor of taking the first two-year-old race 
of the year here, when his Bye Bye got up in 
the last stride to nose Bamra out after both 
had indulged in a hard duel during the final 
eighth of the three-eighths dash. 

Bamra showed fine speed and quick be- 
ginning ability when she left the barrier 
with a rush and raced into a good lead. Byke, 
however, had also succeeded in getting Bye 
Bye away from the barrier in good order 
and under his excellent horsemanship the 
daughter of Broomstick — Bellesari succeeded 
in getting up in the final stride. There were 
nine youngsters that started here, but most 
of them were green and showed lack of bar- 
rier schooling. The winner is a good looker, 
but small. I>^e Adrin ran a good race to 
land in third place. Several of the starters 
also showed inability to run freely in the 
difficult going. 

LESLIE FAILS BABLT. 

Tlie second race witnessed the downfall of 
the first favorite of the afternoon when Les- 
lie failed badly, the purse gonig to Macbeth, 
but his margin of victory was of the hairline 
variety, Rork just failing to get up to beat 
him out. Flying Devil, another outsider, 
took third place. 

Tody, an overwhelming choice, gave the 
favorite backers a jolt when she just failed 
to register for the purse, Fannie Bean win- 
ning here by a scant neck, after having come 
from a long way back in the stretch and 
headed the favorite in the last twenty yards. 
With another sixteenth to go Queen High, 
which landed in third place, would have won. 

My Reverie repeated her victory scored on 
the opening day by taking the feature purse, 
a handicap, at three-quarters, with Auntie 
May under a somewhat weak ride, landing 
in second place and Rapid Traveler third. 
There was considerable expectation hang- 
ing about High Cost, but that erratic one 
was on his bad post behavior and refused 
to leave with the others, resulting in his 
getting left at the post. 

Cantilever and Accelerate were considered 
to have the fifth race betwen them, but Ac- 
celerate had scant chance because of her 
rider’s tactics in keeping her in the worst 
part of the track and Cantilever also suf- 
fered from the same method for he was at 
the exhaustion stage when Attorney caught 
him in the last sixteenth and beat him to 
the finish. Cantilever came back badly lame. 
Sagamook finished in third place. 

ANOTHER FOB ETTAHB. 

Ettahe, which won Tuesday’s closing 
dash, surprised by coming right back with 
another victory in today’s sixth race in 
which the veteran beat Amaze and Satana. 

The concluding race fell to Booneville, on 
which the diminutive Doyle rode a “million 
dollar race’’ and outstayed Waukeag in a 
hard drive. Pictor in this finished as if he 
had broken down. 

Ix^slie changed ownership after the second 
race, when A. Swenke secured him by the 
claiming process at a cost of $2,250. 

Mose Goldblatt and C. II. Knebelkamp 
have been striving hard for several days 
to secure the contract on B. Corcoran, a 
younger brother of J. Corcoran, and Knebel- 
kamp succeeded in procuring his parents' 
signature to the necessary papers. 

Jockey E. Barnes today signed his con- 
tract for the coming racing season with the 
Quincy Stable.

Runs to His Best Form in Taking Breeder Outlines History of 
Measure of Coffield. Breeding in Chicago Address.

Hazel Dale Finally Makes Good — Six Horses Stresses Importance of Thoronghbred Strain 
In Great Finish in Third Race, In Conjunction with Improvement of 

Celebrate Winning. Other Light Breeds. 



SAN DIEGO, Cal., January 3. — The ex- 
pression “a dead fit horse’’ is one of the 
higlicst compliments that can be given a 
thoroughbred. This was Doctor Corbett yes- 
terday afternoon. This big striding veteran 
son of Rapid Water has been running prom- 
ising races with higher class sprinters for 
the last ten days, and has benefited im- 
mensely by these contests. Yesterday he 
was reduc^ a notch in class and made 
good in the sixth and feature race at Ti- 
juana, but not until after he had engaged 
in a terrific stretch duel with Coffield. The 
distance was three-quarters, and Coffield was 
installed an even money favorite. However, 
I'octor Corbett had many friends and ruled 
a .strong second choice. 

The field was a large one, ten horses out 
of the original twelve carded over night 
facing starter Morriscy’s barrier. The 
last-named official lost little time in dis- 
patching the field and the start was one to 
be envied by any barrier official in America. 
Herder elected to set the pace, with Bril- 
liant Ray right at his throat latch. Doc- 
tor Corbett raced under restraint in third 
j pkace. and the position of these three re- 
mained the same until just before entering 
the stretch, wliere Doctor Corbett, released 
from restraint, forged to the front. Coffield, 
which had been forced to race on the out- 
side, lost some ground coming around the 
leaders, and the ultimate winner had a 
length lead when the favorite “set sail” after 
him. Inch by inch he crept up to the big 
sprinter, but the latter managed to hold on 
I to the end, winning a nose decision. Coffield 
was second, three lengths in front of May 
Maulsby, Herder and Brilliant Ray, which 
were the dominant figures in the early run- 
ning. tired badly in the final eighth and 
finished back in the ruck. 

CARL ROBERTS FALLS L.4.ME. 

After many valiant but unsuccessful ef- 
forts Hazel Dale managed to “earn her oats’’ 
in the opener, at five-eighths, carry-ing the 
C. B. Irwin colors to victory over View and 
Delancey. Hazel Dale and Carl Roberts 
were equal choices in the wagering, but Carl 
Roberts failed to get any part of the purse, 
due to falling lame in the stretch. 

Six horses finished lapped on one another 
in the second, a split of the first, and 
when the smoke had cleared away Celebrate 
had been returned the winner, with Theresa 
second, ahead of Limerick. Closely pressing 
“the money horses” were Midian, Cicely Kay 
and Elga. It was a most exciting finish to

LONG JOURNEY IN SAFETY 

Horses Purchased at Newmarket 
Sales in England Reach Ken- 
tucky Without Mishap. 



LEXINGTON, Ky.. January 3. — The thor- 
oughbreds bought at the Newmarket sales in 
England last month by Kentucky breeders 
shipped well and arrived safely. There were 
twenty-eight for Phil T. Chinn that went to 
Himyar Stud, and four for Leslie Combs, 
Belair Farm ; three for E, R. Bradley, Idle 
Hour Farm, and one for A. B. Hancock, 
Claiborne Stud. Not one of the thirty-six 
was coughing and none had fever when they 
came off the cars last night in a light drizz- 
ling rain. 

Fifteen of CThinn’s are yearlings, all colts, 
except a filly by Valens, by such sires as 
Sunstar, Stefan the Great, Grand Parade, 
Clarissimus. Flint Rock, Rizzio. Pholyphonic, 
Skyrocket and Grey Fox II., the only horse 
ever to have beaten Botafogo, the champion 
race horse of the Argentine Republic. There 
are seven three-year-olds in the Chinn string, 
they being Giuseppe, a colt, and Weeping 
Willow the Wench, Silvanella, Petunia, Horn- 
sey and a brown Tilly by Swynfcrd — Double 
Back. The other six are the brood mares 
.Armine, Neila Desmond, Joan of Arc, Win- 
nie Melton. Royal Amante and Baratija. The 
last named came from France. She is a 
daughter of Sundridge that Chinn bought by 
wireless from IL Eugene Leigh while Chinn 
was on ship for home. The mares secured 
by Leslie Combs, former United States min- 
ister to Peru and father of Lucas and 
Brownell Combs, are Picra, Nuit Blanche, 
l.,ady Binns and I.a Marseillaise. 

Colonel Bradley’s three are Morning Coll, 
Moreland Melody and Wick, 

I’ouponne, a three-year-old filly by Block 
Jester — My Dolly, by Sund.'-idge, was the one 
that came for B. Hancock. Latest Fash- 
ion and Welch Queen, which he also bought, 
were sent to his EUerslie Stud in Virginia. 



[ Recently Daily Racing Form publi.shed ex- 
tracts from an address delivered by A. B. 
Hancock, the Kentucky breeder, before the 
I Horse Association of America In Chicago. 
|The full text of this address is now avail- 

i able and is printed below: 

’’ ’Horse Breeding Over There’ should read 
I ‘Thoroughbred Horse Breeding Over There,’ 
! because the latter is the only kind of horse 
breeding over there that I know anything 
at all about. This is the topic that has been 
assigned to me on the program by our ver>* 
efficient and persevering secretary, Mr. Dins- 
more, who is doing a splendid work for the 
horse and its allied interests in the country, 
and, incidentally, for the country itself, bo- 
j cause the health, vigor and prosperity of 
.the country has been built up with the horse 
; as the chief partner in tiie great develop- 
ment of the past, and we should be very 
sure that we have found a more faithful, 
efficient and economical substitute before we 
part company with him. 

“I am quite sure that such a substitute 
has not yet been found. About a year ago, 

■ when farm products of all kinds had slumped 
j fearfully, I received a statement of one of 
{our country banks in Kentucky and I asked 
I the cashier how he accounted for his de- 
j posits keeping up so well. He replied that 
I a good many of our people have money', but 
1 they are mostly those who drive to town in 
j buggies. 

SIMILARITY OF BREEDING METHODS. 

“Thoroughbred breeding over there now is 
! very similar to thoroughbred breeding over 
ihere. We can and have learned in the past 
ia good deal about breeding and racing (I 
Isay racing, as one is part of the other) from 
the English, and they have learned and can 
still, in my opinion, learn a good deal about 
each from us. To speak of the thorough- 
bred of modern times in either country in- 
telligently will require a very brief history 
of the foundation and early development of 
the industry in England. 

“In the twelfth century, during the reign 
of Henry II., horses offered at Smithfield for 
sale were pitted against each other to show 
their qualities, and 1 believe as far back as 
the tenth century there is some mention of 
matches having been made for large sums. 

I The Edwards — II., III. and VI. — were breed- 
I ers, and Henry VIII. made some importa- 
tions from the East. From those days until 
the present time most of the English mon- 
archs have patronized breeding and racing. 
Oliver Cromwell, too, the grreat Puritan, was 
a breeder, and one of the oldest of our pedi- 
grees ends with that of White Turk, oqe 
of his stallions. He also had a famous mai'e, 
known as the Coffin mare, from being con- 
cealed in a vault during the search of his 
effects at the time of the Restoration. 
Charles II. encouraged racing and breeding, 
and in 1670 sent abroad the Master of the 
Horse for the purpose of- selecting mares and 
stallions for the royal stud at Hampton 
Court, where, in later years. Queen Victoria 
bred the famous race mare La Fleche. 

INCREASE IN FRIZES. 

“During the reign of fTiarles IT. the prizes 
at race courses became more valuable, and 
pedigrees of thoroughbreds were kept ac- 
curately. From that time until the present 
many of the best minds in England have 
given their time and means toward improv-

Belle of Elizabethtown Equals the 
Record Set by Marionette. 

Her Performance Yesterday a 
Meritorious One — Joe V. a 
Possible Future Star- 



I HAVANA, Cuba, January 3. — Belle of 
Elizabetlitown tied Marionette for the num- 
ber of races won at Oriental Park at this 
meeting when she scored her fifth victory 
this afternoon In the feature, the Sea Coast 
Handicap. This was a dash of three-quar- 
ters. with a purse of $900. She carried top 
weight, 120 pounds, and set her opponents 
a dazzling pace, but was tiring at the end. 
S’ne was hard ridden to last long enough to 
beat East View by the smallest of margins, 
j The finish was so close that the winner was 
in doubt until the official placing was dis- 
played. The first half was run in 46 seconds. 

Although Belle of Elizabethtown was a 
tired horse and her victory achieved by the 
.smallest of margins, her race was indeed a 
meritorious one. She picked up 120 pounds 
and ran the legs off such speedy liorses as 
j East View, Chief Sponsor, Sun Brae and 
Edgar Allan Poe. If Belle of Elizabethtown 
could confine her racing to Oriental Park 
she certainly would be champion. 

A mishap soon after the start of^the first 
race eliminated the favorite when Ray Atkin 
stumbled and lost his rider before he had 
gone an eighth. The winner turned up in the 
\ second choice. Kilty Cheatham, the old 
j Meelick mare taking the lead after Mann- 
ohen retired from pacemaking and had no 
I serious opposition from thereon. Orchid 
j King, finishing fa.st, outlasted the tiring 
j Mannchen for second money. 

I LOWERS TURBULENTS COLORS. 

Another success was recorded for W. R. 

1 Coe when his Mountain I.assie beat the 
j even-money favorite Turbulent in the sec- 
ond race. This was a dash of five and a 
half furlongrs with the pair mentioned above 
considered best of the five starters. There

One Striking Contrast. 

Another track rule has been promulgated 
at the Fair Grounds that has to do with the 
scratching of horses. This latest rub limits 
each fidd to fourteen horses, but hereafter 
there will be no “also eligible” list. Formerly 
with such a list there could be considerable 
scratching to keep the field of the required 
sise, merdy by mo>-ing up those on the list. 
Now there will be only fourteen horses carded, 
no matter how many are entered and scratch- 
ing will not be allowed below eight horses. * To 
have a horse excused from starting below that 
number the consent of the stewards must be 
obtained, and it is also provided that any 
horse excused for sickness or lameness will 
not be eligible for entry for six racing days. 
Hus provision of the rule will have a deter- 
rent effect on the practice of having horses 
excused by false representation of condition, 
or for trivial reasons. It is not well to have 
racing cumbered with a lot of intricate rules, 
but this new regulation appears to be a good 
one and might be of real value on other 
tracks than the Fair Grounds.

The British National Hunt stewards have 
let it be known that they will not tolerate bet- 
ting on horses by jockejrs and they have also 
promulgated a strict rule prohibiting a jockey 
from having any interest in a horse. This 
extends to anyone acting as a part owner with 
a jockey, or a trainer who trains a horse so 
owned. The penalty is forfeiture of his hcense. 
It win be remembered by many that at one 
time one of the foremost of the gentleman 



the altmative of quitting the saddle or quit- 
ting his betting. He quit the saddle. 

The stewards cannot be too earful and they 
cannot be too strict in the enforcement of 
rules prohibiting riders from betting. No mat- 
ter how honest the rider may be, betting 
must not be permitted them, eitho- on the 
flat or through the field. Apart from the 
chances and temptations for fraud, it is de- 
cidedly unhealthy for the sport and it at all 
times leaves the way open for charges which, 
whether wdl founded or not, are a decided 
detriment to racing. 



I Much has already been written about the 
success of the 1922 racing season, but it is 
interesting, looking back twenty years, to see 
that in 1902 the late Green B. Morris toppc'l 
the list of winning owners with a total of 
$92,120, a lesser amount than any one of the 
first ten ovmas of 1922 earned. ES^t of the 
first ten winners of 1922 won in ertwy of 
$130,000, while the two leading stables, the 
Rancocas Stable and that of Harry Payne 
Whitney, were conaderably in excess of $200,- 
000. Both Pillory, the leading money-winning 
horse, and Sally’s Alley, with their $95,654 
and $94,847, exceeded the Morris total of 1902. 
In 1902 a three-year-dd headed the list, as 
was the case last year. Twenty years ago it 
was Major Daingerfield, with $57,685 to his 
credit, and Savable, like Salley's Alley, win- 
ner of the Futurity, was second, with a total 
of $46,100. This put Major Daingerfield the 
winner of just $10 more than Morvich and 
Morvieb’s solitary victory was in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

Truly the American turf has grown in 
twenty years.

ins the breed. They have instituted race 
course tests over various distancees, under 
big weights, to search out and find what 
horses were swift, strong, game and true and 
sound, and it is a significant fact that ail of 
the stallions of all breeds used for breeding 
race horses in the early days only three 
survived these tests to come down to the 
present time in tail male descent. Those 
three were the Dariey Arabian, the Godoi- 
phin Barb and the Byerly Turk, the latter so 
called because he was Captain Byerly’s 
charger in King William’s wars in Ireland. 
All other male lines have been eliminated 
because these three were found far su- 
perior in producing horses of spirit, courage, 
strength and endurance. 

“Not only are all modern thoroughbreds 
In all countries descended from the Dariey 
Arabian, the Godolphin Barb and the Byerly 
Turk, but our modem trotter owes its great- 
est strength and speed to a thoroughbred 
descendant of the Dariey Arabian— imported 
Messenger, sire of Mambrino, sire of Abdal- 
lah, sire of Hambletonian 10. the latter 
horse getting no fewer than three crosses 
of the imported thoroughbred Messenger ; 
and it is worth mentioning that when the 
rate of speed was in the twenties there were 
a number of prominent trotting families 
that had their admirers, but when the rate 
of speed reached 2 :10 or faster the superior- 
ity of the Hambletonian line became more 
apparent, and inbreeding to him has produced 
most of the fastest and greatest trotters of 
the present day, as measured again by the 
race course test 

“As in trotters, so, too. in the saddle horse, 
thoroughbred blood has been the source of 
greatest strength, and the thoroughbred Den- 
mark was some years ago voted by a com- 
mittee of the American Horse Association as 
the only stallion that was absolutely essen- 
tial to the American saddle horse. Denmark 
in tail male was a descendant of the Byerly 
Turk, one of the sire lines that had survived 
the race course test and was him.self a race 
horse of note. At the present time many of 
the best saddle hor.ses are either thorough- 
breds, three-quarters bred or half bred. 

“During the past year there have been 
held two endurance tests of 300 miles each, 
under heavy weights, over all kinds of roads. 
In all kinds of weather, to And out what typo 
and breed of horse was most suitable for 
army, and in each case it was won by a 
thoroughbred, and in the last one the first 
six horses carried strong infusions of thor- 
oughbred blood in their veins, two of them 
being thoroughbreds, and two half breds, 
demonstrating, to quote Major C. L. Scott of 
the U. S. Remount Service, that this breed 
Is the equal, if not the superior, under any 
conditions, regardless of climate, altitude or 
terrain. 

SOURCE OF STRENGTH. 

“So much for the earlier English thorough- 
bred and its influence on the modern light 
horse. Coming down to later dates, we find 
that the English preserve the same tests 
that made the thoroughbred what it i.s, and, 
through these tests, they constantly elimi- 
nate the weak and know the strong, virile 
horses to keep for seed stock. Even to- 
day practically every good race horse in 
•ver>' country is descended in male line from 
one of eight or nine stallions that were foaled 
from forty to fifty years ago, the race 
course te.st being continued to eliminate the 
weak and preserve the strong. 

“In the same way a very large per cent of 
the female lines have disappeared or are 
gradually passing out, and a very large per 
cent of the high-class horses of today are 
descended from one or some twelve or fifteen 
mares that have shown their ability to trans- 
mit the desired qualities to their descend- 
ants. The English breeder of today recog- 
nizes that he must guard well these tests, 
and even in the darkest hours of the recent 
war held the principal ones to find out which 
were the best stallions and mares foaled 
each year to perpetuate the blood. After 
learning it they will make any sacrifice 
of time, trouble and expense to mate the 
best with the best, and the English thor- 
oughbred is in very great demand all over 
the world as seed stock. I saw between 
three and four hundred yearlings sell there 
In September for an average of about |i3,000 
each, and a consignment of about fifteen 
from one stud average over $10,000. For 
one stallion (Gay Crusader), that had won 
the principal tests during one year of the 
war period, the owner had refused $300,000. 

ENGLISH NATIONAL STUD. 

“T%e English government, too. recognizing 
what an asset thoroughbred blood was in 
the cavalry, went into breeding, and the 
National Stud at Tully has purchased some 
of the best young stock in recent years. We 
owe much to England and Englishmen for 
the blood stock of all kinds which they have 
developed by their time, means and study — 
horses, cattle, sheep and hogs, many of 
which we have brought to tliis country and 
carried to greater perfection, with our varie- 
ty of climate, grasses and feed.s, and breadth 
of acres, than they knew in their native 
home. The recent war made it possible for 
us to import thoroughbred stock that in 
other times would have been far more dif- 
ficult to acquire. We have done much in the 
last few years to develop the American thor- 
oughbred. We have done much to recoup 
the losses of blood stock caused a few years 
ago by legislation against tests similar to 
those in England and in other foreign coun- 
tries. We have produced, from a descend- 
ant of the Godolphin Barb, Man o’ War, 
one of the most brilliant horses of all times 
and all countriea From a descen<lant of 
the Dariey Arabian we have produced I-^x- 
terminator, one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest, racing machines over all distances 
and under all weights, over a period of five 
years. We owe it to ourselves, to posterity, 
and to national defen.se, of which General 
Pershing has spoken so forcibly to you to- 
night, to foster and improve this breed of 
horses that has done so much in peace and 
In war, through its infusions of blood, for 
the light horse of the country. 

“I would like for each one to carry away 
with you the thought that nearly all the 
horses you have seen in the interesting mov- 
ing pictures shown here by the department of 
agriculture tonight, including General Persh- 
ing's chargers, saddle horses, harness horses, 
bunting horse.s, cavalry horses and police 
hurst's, owe much of their good quality to 
the English thoroughbred and to the Amer- 
ican thoroughbred, which is practically an 
English thoroughbred gone west, and that 
each is a development made possible by the 
race course test, and that the only way sires 
for these horses in the future may be eco- 
nomically secured is through the blood that 
racing developa.** 



The Tijuana Jockey (Ilub distributed $123,- 
440 during the first twenty-eight days of 
its winter meeting, during which time 201 
races were run, the daily average distribu- 
tion amounting to $4,408. Greater interest 
than ever before is being displayed in the 
racing at the Mexican track, the attendance 
figures, particularly on Saturdays, Sundays 
and holidays, surpassing those of former 
years. 

C. B. Irwin, the leading money-winning 
owner of the past three years, bids fair to 
again take the same honors of the present 
meeting. At least, he has made an auspicious 
start, accounting for twenty-eight races and 
$14,620 to date, over twice as much as to 
the credit of any other owner.

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FATE OF SOME RACE HORSES 



Son of Commando and Half 
Brother to Hamburg Ends Days 
Pulling Laundry Wagon. 



\Vhere do our race horses go after their 
careers on the turf are ended? While nearly 
all the entire horses and mares are retired 
to the stud, there are many, particularly 
geldings, that are used in other fields of 
endeavor, oftentimes far remote from their 
early training. For instan<-e. back in 1917, 
a Montreal laundryman, while showing at 
visiting turfman about his place, proudly 
pointed out a thoroughbred hitched to one 
of his wagons. 

Think of it. a son of Commando, the cre- 
ator of the most brilliant line of native rac- 
ers we have in America — the line of the un- 
beaten Colin, of Celt, of Peter Pan, Pennant, 
Coquette, Celandrla, Embroidery, Peter 
Quince, Restigouche — a laundry horse In 
Montreal, a diflicult town, because of its hilli- 
ness, for a light-draft horse. Nogi was the 
horse's name and besides being the son of 
Commando, was a half-brother of Hamburg, 
winner of tlie Lawrence Realization Stakes 
and the Brighton Cup of 1S98, and sire of 
Burgomaster and Artful. Hamburg sold for 
$10,000 as a two-year-old and after that 
brought $60,000 on one occasion and $70,000 
on another in the sales ring. 

Nogi was one of Commando’s first crop of 
two-year-olds. Great things were expected 
of him because of his near relationship to 
Hamburg. He had speed aplenty, but he 
proved an erratic performer on the race track 
and his breeder, James R. Keene, sold him 
when he was three years old. 

Nogl’s purcha.ser gelded him and put him 
at steeplechasing, but he failed in the field 
as he had failed on the flat. Finally he 
came into the possession of Thomas I,ove, 
proprietor of the Montreal Steam I,aundry. 
Love had heard of the toughness and en- 
durance of the thoroughbred, but he doubted 
the claim of the racer’s admirers that he 
could outdo the ordinary cold-blooded horse 
at hard work. He bought Nogi for experi- 
mental purposes and put him to a laundry 
wagon without wasting time. And Com- 
mando's son and Hamburg's half-brother 
proved a success from the start.
